Message to feminists 
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Pope warns women of 
‘masculinizing equality 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Some 
women’s liberation groups are 
reacting unrealistically against 
any household role for today’s 
woman and risk ‘‘either mascu- 
linizing or despersonalizing 
them,’’ Pope Paul warned Jan. 

1. 


The Pope endorsed a greater 


role for women in planning and | 


decision-making in the devel- 
oped world, and urged male- 
female equality in social and 
professional life. 


BUT IN HIS speech to the 
papal Commission for the Study 
of the Role of Women in Society 
and the Church, and to a special 
Vatican Commission for the 1975 
International Woman’s Year, 
the Pope cautioned: 


““We know very well that 
certain feminist groups suspect 
that we want to confine women 
to the austere and limited tasks 
within the family, thus blocking 
them from using their talents in 
other fields of society. 

‘In this regard, they are 
reacting against any mention of 
any role for woman in the home. 
Is it realistic, is it wise to fall 
from one excess into another?’’ 
the Pope asked. 


HE CALLED ON Christians to 
witness that child-rearing is a 
responsibility of both father and 
mother, but that the mother’s 
role is essential. 


‘There is certainly progress 
to be made in assuring that men 
do their part in this task to a 
greater degree, but the role of 
the women, it goes without 
saying, is still essential.’’ 

He maintained: ‘‘Tomorrow’s 
society demands efforts in the 
home of today as regards the 
determinant quality of the love 
and upbringing given to children 
and teenagers.”’ 


THE POPE TOLD the com- 
mission on the role of women, 


which is ending its two years of 
existence, that some liberation 
groups are promoting an egali- 
tarianism which is ‘‘blindly 
extolled by our materialistic 
society.”’ 

Such egalitarianism ‘‘is hardly 


_ at all concerned with the specific 


welfare of persons and, contrary 
to appearances, it is uncon- 
cerned about what is suitable for 
and what is unsuitable for 
women,’’ he charged. ‘“‘It risks 
either masculinizing women or 
depersonalizing them.’’ 

The Pope urged society to 
safeguard women’s right to be 
respected in public and private 
life because, he said, ‘‘new 
forms of slavery and degradation 
of women exist in our contem- 
porary society.” 


WHILE CALLING for greater 
equality and responsibility for 
women in social and professional 
life, the Pope did not give any 
indication that women’s role in 
the Church would be radically 
changed in the near future. 


The Pope told the commission 
that its suggestions ‘‘now must 
be gradually put into action.’’ 
The commission is to make a 
final report to the Pope soon. 

It is expected that the report 
will ask for further study of the 
question of ordaining women. 


THE POPE catalogued areas 
in which women can exercise 
apostolic activity within the 
Church. 

He listed the ‘‘prime field’’ of 
religious instruction and spirit- 
ual formation; preparation for 
receiving the sacraments; ap- 
proaching ‘‘the baptized who 
know almost nothing about the 
faith;’’ meetings with non-Chris- 
tians; work with the poor, those 
on the margin of society, and 
with Catholic Action; discovery 
and support of vocations; and 
participation in Catholic socio- 
professional organizations. 


Ford backs abortion in 
‘unfortunate’ situations 


WASHINGTON (NC)—Pres- 
ident Ford said here Tuesday 
that he does not advocate 
“abortion on demand’’ but 
‘“‘there are instances when 
abortion should be permitted.”’ 
Among these he included ‘‘the 
illness of the mother, rape or any 
of the other unfortunate things 
that might happen.”’ 


He -said = fhe. felt: the -U:S. 
Supreme Court ‘‘went too far’’ 
with its ruling of 1973. ‘‘I think a 


constitutional amendment goes 
too far. 

“If there has to be some 
action it is my judgment that it 
ought to be on the basis of what 
each individual state wishes to 
do under the circumstances,’’ he 
added. :

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Bishop accepts final policies 


marking historic Synod point

The tinal diocesan policy 
statements arising from the 
Synod have been accepted by 
Bishop Leo T. Maher for 
action. Among them are 
recommendations’ from the 
Synod commissions on the 
priesthood, Religious, liturgy 
and prayer, social action, 
ecumenism and laity. 


The bishop is commended, 
in a statement from the 
priesthood commission, for 
“the many ways he mani- 
fests his desire to be present 
to the people as much as 
possible.’’ 


THE STATEMENT partic- 
ularly notes the way the 
bishop stays in the front of 
churches to greet the people, 
is actively involved in nation- 
al and civic social and moral 
issues and participates in 
functions of smaller groups 
such as ethnic and charis- 
matic events. 


The policy statement rec- 
ommends that all should be 
made aware of the willing- 
ness of the two bishops to 
_take part in activities other 
than liturgical. 

The priesthood policies 
also include one which rec- 
omends that clerical garb 
should be worn by the clergy 
while on official and church 
related duties and another 
which asks for a continuing 
dialog between bishop and 
priests on pastoral matters. 


OTHER recommendations 
from this commission include 
annual evaluations of parish- 
es by parish councils, a lay 
voice in the needs of parishes 
directed to the diocesan 
personel board, respect for 
the privacy of priests in 
designirfg rectories and en- 
couragement of the growth of 
spirituality and the priestly 
community and greater use 
of qualified laymen in dioce- 


san and parish administra-- 


tion. 


The policy statement on 
ecumenism points out that 
‘involvement in the ecumen- 
ical movement is not an 
option’? but a command of 
Christ. The expansion of the 
existing diocesan Ecumeni- 
cal Commission and a change 
of name to include a refer- 
ence to ‘‘interfaith affairs’ is 
recommended. 


BOTH THE commission on 
Religious women’ and the 
priesthood recommend the 
development and exploration 


Dr. Schmid said it is vital to keep inner-city Catholic schools 
open because the Church must maintain its presence there 
“especially because of its evangelistic mission.

of ministries available to 
women. There is also a call 
for ‘equitable compensation 
and retirement for women 
Religious’’ in accord with a 
decision of the California 
Catholic Conference. 

Other recommendations 
regarding women, Religious 
and lay, include greater use 
of them as_ extraordinary 
ministers of the Eucharist, 
lectors, ushers and music 
directors and- generally for 
“leadership roles or parish, 


deanery and diocesan 
levels.’’ : 
Workshops for parish 


councils and in liturgy and 
music are called for in 
policies from the laity and 
liturgy commissions. The 
Synod liturgy commission 
recommends liturgy 
planning in parishes through 
teams and that a liturgy 
handbook should be pre- 
pared by November, 1976. 


SOCIAL ACTION commis- 
sion policy recommendations 
include mandatory work- 
shops for priests and deacons 
on the Church’s teaching on 
social justice, as a first step 
in..a continuing effort in 
“awakening within . the 
Christian community a devel- 
oping social conscience.’’ 

During the year it is 
recommended that liturgies 
and homilies on peace and 
justice should be arranged in 
parishes and activities should 
be directed to getting each 
person involved. 

Commenting on their re- 
commendations, the commis- 
sion said ‘‘a frightening 
number of Catholic partici- 
pants expressed very preju- 
dicial. thoughts on racial 
issues and frequently evid- 


enced punitive attitudes to- 
wards the poor and oppres- 
sed people in our society and 
the world.”’ 


THE COMMISSION also 
called for expansion of the 
activities of, the diocesan 
department on aging ‘‘di- 
rected towards _raising 
awareness to the needs of the 
aging’’. Another policy calls 
for the elimination of ‘‘any 
practices which contribute to 
discriminatory conditions 
and prejudicial beliefs’? in 
the community. 

Father Phillip  Straling, 
executive director of the 
Synod, said that on Monday 
the bishop approved the last 
policies from Synod, ‘‘mark- 
ing another historic stage.’’ 

The official ‘‘commence- 
ment’’ of the Synod will take 
place at the special Mass on 
Sunday, Feb. 8, at 4:30 p.m. 
at the Charles Dail Commun- 
ity Concourse, which ends 
the three-day diocesan CCD 
Congress and celebrations 
concerned with the Bicenten- 
nial Year of the United States 
and the Eucharistic Con- 
gress. 


THE -APOSTOLIC Dele- 
gate to. the. United States, 
Archbishop Jean Jadot, will 
be principal concelebrant at 
the Mass which, as it is the 
closing of a diocesan Synod, 
is normally obligatory for all 
priests of a diocese. 

At the Mass, Synod com- 
mission representatives and 
parish, deanery and other 
participants will have special 
places in Golden Hall, and 
banners, colors and candel- 
abra ‘will reflect the 14 
commissions under ° which 
the Synod work has been 
carried out. 


Catholic hospitals feel only slight 
effect from slowdown of doctors 


As a statewide doctors’ 
slowdown persists, . Mercy 
Hospital, San Diego, ‘‘has 
been very fortunate’ to 
continue with normal opera- 
tions, Dewey Baggett, execu- 
tive director of the Hospital 
Council for San Diego and 
Imperial counties, stated. 


Ed Hertfelder, Mercy Hos- 
pital administrator, said 
there has been no substantial 
drop in occupancy, no reduc- 
tion of staff, ahd the hospital 
is scheduling elective surg- 
ery. 


St. Bernardine Hospital, 
San Bernardino, has not 
been affected at all by the 
slowdown, according to its 
adminstrators. 


The third Catholic-oper- 
ated hospital, St.. Mary 
of the Desert, Apple Valley, 
is scheduling all surgery 
except orthopedic. 


Hertfelder confirmed that 
individual doctors at Mercy 
canceled and _ rescheduled 
about 30 elective surgery 
cases.

“That is a major reason why the outlook for Catholic 
education in the San Diego diocese is the brightest it has been 
for a decade,’ said Dr. H. Giles Schmid, diocesan 
superintendent of schools. 


THE PLAN provides another source of income for both 
financially troubled schools, Dr. Schmid said, commenting on 
the outlook for Catholic’ education as National Catholic 
Schools Week, Feb: 8-14, approaches. 


Under the plan St. Anthony's and St. Jude’s will receive 
subsidies for their schools from the diocese and their 
neighboring parishes. 


' “To: survive financially inner-city schools depend on a 
coalition which consists of the teaching sisters, the parish, the 
parents and the federat government, which provides 
supplemental aid to ‘educationally deprived’ . students 
attending the school,’’ Dr. Schmid said. 


“IN THE CASE of St. Jude’s and St. Anthony’s we had to 
find a fifth partner to the coalition. The diocese and the 
schools’ neighboring parishes will fill that need."’ 


Before the plan was approved, the pastor of each parish 
request aid from the bishop. *‘Then a team 
consisting of the chancellor, the diocesan business manager, 
school board members and myself audited both the schools 
and the parishes as evidence that a real financial need 


quality education, and that is probably the greatest service 
the Church can provide for them.’’ 


The superintendent reported enrollment in both Catholic 
grade and high schools throughout the diocese has increased 
for the second straight year. 


‘Larger enrollments usually mean lower costs per student. 
For example, the cash outlay. for teaching 180 students is 
about the same as the cost of educating 280 students,"’ Dr. 
Schmid said. 


DEPARTMENT of education statistics show that this year 
Catholic high schools in the diocese have an enrollment of 
4,862 and the grade schools have 19,961 students. 


Dr. Schmid also said that cash outlays for Catholic 
education in the 70 grade schools in the diocese range from 
$207 to $530 per student and those figures are increasing on 
an average of $30 per year. 


“But we are keeping up well with the cost of Catholic 
education,’’ he noted. ‘Most of our schools have financial 
worries and we cannot find a-clear-cut solution to them. But 
year after year we have found ways to keep our schools open. 


‘We should all follow the lesson of Mother Teresa and St. 
Francis that people who trust in God's providence will find a 
way to carry on,”’ he concluded.

Put politicians on the moral spot 


In a political year it is useful to test the integrity 
of politicians, particularly on the subject of moral 
standards. Far too many, in both local and naticnal 
politics, avoid any question of morals. Typical is the 
continuing blight on San Diego’s good name with 
the vote of 5 to 4.to continue the nude bathing 
beach near La Jolla. At least two Catholic council 
members voted to continue it, raising no moral 
objections— Jess Haro and Maureen O’Connor. 


Another Catholic, Lee Hubbard and Baptist Jim 
Ellis stood firm on moral principles and voted 
against continuation of the beach access for nudes. 
The mayor, Pete Wilson, carefully sidestepped the 
moral issue by voting against for reasons of 


‘'safety’’. 


At the hearing there was a Sister, who holds a 
somewhat public ministry, wearing a label showing 
her in favor of nudity on the beach. Apart from the 
moral aspect, why do people want to remove 
swimming apparel? Surely it’s. brief enough 
already. 


Abortion the issue 


Abortion is the major moral issue which comes 


into the political arena, of course, engendering heat 
and emotion like a Santa Ana wind. There should 
be no doubt for Catholics on the moral question of 
taking the life of an unborn child. The Church has 
made it clear often enough, but in spite of this there 
remains considerable doubt..A survey of Catholics 
in 1974, conducted for the U.S. bishops; found that 
83 per cent of Catholics knew the Church’s 
teaching, but more than 70 per cent would be in 
favor of abortion where the physical or mental 
health of the mother is affected. 


Good pro-life causes 

In addition to bewailing the increase in abortions, 
perhaps more effort should be put into improving 
the services which help to prevent them. In this 
diocese we have, for instance, Sister Barbara 
Welliver and her pregnancy counseling service for 


unmarried mothers, and Mrs. Laura Kristal of - 


Responsible Parenthood who tirelessly teaches the 
simpler method of family planning. Both 
departments are part of the diocesan Catholic 
Family Service, and both consist almost literally of 
the two womerr alone, with very little prospect of 
expanding under present financial conditions. 


Stewardship is not the answer to everything, 
though it helps tremendously: Perhaps some of 
those who feel strongly anti-abortion would like to 
put some practical financial support into such 
counter measures of these two departments. I’m 
sure Msgr. Mark Doran, head of CCS, would be 
happy to guide you. 


Newman or Neumann? 

Whichever way you look at it, the next 
English-speaking saint could be a Newman or a 
Neumann. Cardinal John Henry Newman, the 
noted English convert, could even be canonized by 
acclamation, so strong is the conviction in some 
quarters of his sainthood. Then we have Blessed 
John Neumann, from Bohemia, Bishop of 
Baltimore, who came to the United States as a 
missionary in 1836 and, like the other Newman,

suffered through many problems within the Church 
itself.

Bishop John Neumann was 
placed on the official U.S. liturgical calendar laSst 
year, a tribute to his strength for the growing faith 
in the United States and his battles against such 
anti-Catholic groups as the Know-Nothings. After 
his death it was found that he mortified himself 
with a belt of iron wire and a scourge as sharp as a 
nail. g ; 

A pair of saints with such an illustrious surname 
would add immeasurably to the litany!

Everyone, whoever he is, needs to 


feel that he is accepted and 
liked— perhaps even admired—by the 
group of people with whom he works 
or plays or associates in some way. It 
is the most natural thing in the world. 


IF WE ARE adult-enough to accept 
popularity without becoming depend- 
ent on it, it is likely that we are able 
also to remain philosophical and 
resigned if the group excludes or 
‘“‘merely suffers’’ us. It is more 
important for a mature person to 
remain true to his principles and his 
nature, than to conform to others in 
the effort to achieve acceptance. 


But most of us are not that mature. 
We want to be' liked and included in 
the special camaraderie and easy 
relationships we notice among groups 
of friends or work companions and will 
sometimes go to great lengths to 
ensure it. ; 


For ‘young people in particular, 
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Promise and compromise 


growing through the agonizing inse- 
curity of adolescence, the urge to 
conform.to the attitudes and lifestyle 
of peer groups can bring them into 
conflict with principles inculcated into 
their upbringing and moral back- 


_ ground. This kind of compromise can 


be truly damaging. 


BUT, BY AND LARGE, we expect 
them to ‘‘grow out of it’’ and come to 
that point in development where they 
come to know themselves and like 
themselves and the acceptance of the 
group becomes less important. Un- 
fortunately this doesn’t always hap- 
pen. 


We are, | hope, moving out of the 
time when parents were ‘‘pals” to 
their children in a misguided effort to 
be accepted.on their level, but there 
are still too many teachers whose 
desire for popularity with their 
students directs their whole manner of 
instruction in the classroom and their 
social attitude on campus. 


PEOPLE IN THE business world, 
professional persons, priests, Sisters, 


lay people, housewives—in every 
stage and walk of life—face the 
temptation to compromise their integ- 
rity to. conform to the image that 
appears the most successful or 
desirable in their specific field. And 
because we are so often still insecure 
and immature, we count the exchange 
worthwhile. 


19th century minister and editor, 
Tyron Edwards, once. said that 
“compromise is but the sacrifice of 
one right or good in the hope of 
retaining another, too often ending in 
the loss of both.’’ And certainly, | 
think, we risk the loss of respect— 
self-respect and the respect of 
others—when we try to be what we 
are not. Or when we try to be what we 
ought not to be! 


People respect each other, | 
believe, when they sense sincerity and 
honesty in the other. ‘‘He is his own 
man,’” we say and the inference is 
that he cannot be bought by the bribes 
of power or popularity. 


WE CAN AFFORD to be different, 


if our difference is a matter. of 
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principle. We can afford to be a 
nonparticipant, in our nonparticipa- 
tion is the expression of a deeper 
commitment. We can afford to turn 


away from the group if their activities \ 


are contrary to our moral standards. 


In fact, we can afford to be and to 
act in accord with our inner 
convictions in any circumstance, and 
risk popularity but gain respect. And 
in the long. run, respect is more 
important. , 


THE PERSON WHO is respected 
for his personal integrity must be a 
happy person, at peace with himself 
and the world. Surely, such a person 
must also be a likeable one to whom 
popularity would present no probleme 


There are always Subtle rewards to 
be found when we are what we profess 
to be or act in accordance with what 
we truly believe. When we know that 


we are people of value and worth and -: 


that the way we have chosen. is good 
for us, there is no need for 
compromise or conformity to other 
ways-and other orjentations..- ;

Bible Profiles: Sirach 


Wisdom 


is Godly: 


but sinners are fools

‘Behave at table. Gorge not yourself. If 
there are many with you at table, be not the 
first to reach out your hand.’’ (31:16f) 


Table etiquette in the Bible? Yes indeed, 
and an abundance of practical advice from 
Sirach, one time diplomat at large and now a 
senior member of the center for Wisdom 
Studies in Jerusalem, 180 B.C. 


AS THE author of Ecclesiasticus, Sirach 
wrote a work that was enormously popular in 
the early Church. Actually his name is Ben 
Sirach, that is, son of Sirach. Were he a 
Swede, he would probably be called 
Sirachson. He will settle simply for Sirach. 


The Greek control of Palestine at this time 
brought with it the .fashion of Greek 
philosophy which equated rational wisdom 
with godliness. Religious teachers, like 
Sirach, adopted this mode of thinking and 
blended it into their own tradition. 


In Hebrew thought, wisdom was not just 
the work of reason, but obedience to the law 
of God. That law was considered to be a 
fountain of wisdom. Hence, drink from it and 
obey it, if you wish to be godly. 


- SIRACH SPELLED out this approach in 51 
chapters of sayings, axioms and proverbs, 
about topics ranging from use of alcohol, 
gossip, loaning money, raising children, 
_taking care of your health, laziness, sexual 
laxity to self control, prayer and praise of 
tradition. At times his work reads like a 
sacred form of Ben Franklin’s proverbs in 
Poor Richard’s Almanac. 


Sirach is always the moral character with 
one eye on God’s law and the other cocked 
on man’s folly. To every gossiper who can’t 
wait to tell the tale for fear it will swell their 
blood vessels, Sirach gently chides, ‘‘Let 
anything you hear die within you. Be 
assured it will not make you burst’’ (19:9). 


In our age of loneliness and anxiety, his 
words about friendship fall like warm balm 
on the soul. A kind mouth will win friends. 
Make many acquaintances, but remember 
that only one in a thousand will be your real 
friend in whom you can confide. Some 
friends are only with you in fair weather, or 
for partying, but will desert you in sorrow. 


OLD FRIENDS are always the best. 
“Discard not an old friend, for the new one 
cannot equal him. A new friend is like new 


wine, which you drink with pleasure only 
when it has aged’’ (9:10). 


For those whose carrying charges on their 
credit cards are enough to make angels 
mourn, Sirach’s shrewd caution would have 
saved the day. ‘‘Become not a glutton and a 
winebibber with nothing in your purse’”’ 
(18:33). 


In recent times it has become a badge of 
candor and frankness to pepper conversa- 
tions with four letter words, swearings and 
vulgarities. And in case we miss them there, 
someone obligingly will spray paint them on 
public walls for us. However, our sensitivi- 
ties are not so far gone as to be relieved by 
Sirach’s common sense note, ‘‘The oath 
filled talk makes the hair stand on end’’ 
(27:14). 


SIRACH KNOWS the .relaxation that 
comes from a glass of wine, but he also 
comments on its misuse. ‘‘Headache, 
bitterness and disgrace is wine drunk amid 
anger and strife. More and more wine is a 
snare for the fool’’ (31:29). 


He writes 1S verses about doctors and the 
procedure for consulting them. He locates 
the search for health and the power to cure 
within prayer and God given wisdom. We 
should pray for health, but see doctors too. 
And doctors should pray ‘‘that their 
diagnosis be correct and their treatment 
bring about a cure.’’ (Read 38:1-15) - 


Sirach teaches that sin is not only a moral 
matter, it is just plain foolishness. Sinners 
are fools, Saints are wise. Fools lack self 
control, are closed minded in face of truth, 
have heads like broken jars in which 


- knowledge pours away and reject learning as 


though it were a chain for their restless feet. 


FOOLS BRAY their thoughts off the top of 
their minds, roar with laughter when only a 


smile is called for and listen at keyholes 


when a cultured man would be overwhelmed 
by the disgrace of it. 


His book is like a Life magazine collage of 
snapshots into daily life in Palestine just 
before the coming of Christ. He even stops 
to comment on prima-donnas: ‘‘With a 
Singing girl be not familiar, lest you be 
caught in her wiles.’’ (9:4) 


His teaching is that wisdom is religion. 
Obedience to the law of God is the ultimate 
wisdom. He makes his point with a wit and 
sagacity that still cheers and inspires us’ 
today. ae Datars eee

Openness to the Nations 


More than a Big Fish Story 


Book of Jonah is 
biting satire against 
narrow-mindedness .

The story of Jonah is well known, at least 
the part about his being swallowed by a 
large fish. It is, however, much more than a 
big fish story. It is a parable of God’s mercy. 


In the story Jonah is sent to preach to the 
inhabitants of pagan Nineveh, capital of 
Assyria. He tries to run away from the 
assignment, but God sees to it that he 
carries it out. The Ninevites repent, much to 
Jonah’s chagrin, and God has to teach him a 
lesson. 


THIS IS just a capsule version of what is a 
truly wonderful story, and, as told by the 
biblical author, it is an outstanding bit of 
narrative writing: terse, animated, descrip- 
tive without being wordy, and sprinkled with 
chuckle-provoking humor. Jonah himself is 
portrayed as quite a character, almost a 
buffoon. But is it a true story? The general 
consensus is that it is not. 


In the days of Jeroboam II of Israel 
(785-745) there lived a prophet named 
Jonah; he is given-a passing notice in 2 
Kings 14:25, hardly more than a mention. 
There is not even the slightest hint that he 
did anything out of the ordinary, and as for 
any conversion of Assyria—why, Assyria 
was Israel’s most vicious pagan foe, and 
there was never any indication that she went 
straight, even for a little while. 


Actually, the Book of Jonah was not 
written in the eighth century B.C. Its 
language, vocabulary, style, theological 
outlook all point to the fifth-fourth century, 
some three or four hundred years after the 
historical Jonah lived his quite obscure life, 
almost-a century-and-a-half after Nineveh 
had been reduced to ashes. But it fits neatly 
into the period after the Exile. 


AT THIS time there were two streams of 
thought in Judaism: the particularist, which 
shunned all contact with Gentiles and held 
out no hope for their salvation; and the 
universalist, which saw Yahweh as the God 
of all men, punishing their sinfulness, yes, 
but also calling them to repentance and 
eventual salvation. 


The author of our book belonged to the 
latter school of thought, and his work is a 
biting satire directed against the narrow- 
mindedness of the particularists, of whom he 
uses Jonah as a rather ridiculous example. 
He could not have chosen a better figure to 
highlight God’s all-embracing mercy that 
the dissolute city of Nineveh, a by-word for 
wickedness, the implacable enemy which 
had wiped out the 10 northern tribes. 


He says quite clearly: ‘‘Look, there is no 
limit to God’s mercy. Even a pagan nation 
like Assyria which He has threatened to 
destroy can obtain forgiveness if it sincerely 
repents. No nation, no individual is 
irrevocably damned. 


‘RATHER THAN sit around bemoaning 
the fact that God is not crushing pagan 
nations, you should do penance yourselves 


and prove yourselves more worthy of His 


love. Don’t imitate the peevishness of 
Jonah, who sat sulking outside of Nineveh 
because God had seén fit to reverse His 
sentence against its inhabitants.’ 


This week in Insights 


This beautiful universalism was part of 
God's preparation of the minds of His people 
for the coming of Him who would pour out 
his blood on a cross whose merciful shadow 
would fall across the whole earth, 
unimpeded by boundaries of any kind, 
beckoning all men without distinction to 
come to its foot and open their hearts to the 
graces of salvation. 


Another book of this type was written 
about the same time.as Jonah. It is the book 
of Ruth, and it tells one of the most charming 
stories in the Bible. 


IN THE DAYS of the Judges a famine hit 
Palestine. Elimelech of Bethlehem took his 
wife Naomi and his two sons across the 
Jordan to Moab, where food was not quite so 
scarce, The two boys married Moabite girls, 
Orpah and Ruth. 


Within a short time the father and both 
sons died, leaving the three women all alone. 
Hearing that the situation had eased back in 
Bethlehem, Naomi decided to return home. 
She advised the girls to stay in Moab with 


their families. 


ORPAH RELUCTANTLY agreed, but 
Ruth could not bear to leave her 
mother-in-law, whom she loved very dearly. 
Back in Bethlehem Ruth eventually married 
a fairly well-to-do man named Boaz. He and 
Rugh had a son, Obed, who was to be the 
grandfather of the great King David. 


This, in sum, is the story, but why was it 
written? What is its message? Everything 
about it points to the fifth-fourth century as 
the time of its composition, about the same 
time as the book of Jonah. 


It reveals the same preoccupations. It is 
a reaction against the narrow, rigorist, 
particularist views adopted by many Jews in 
the wake of the exile and the subsequent 
reforms of Ezra and Nehemiah. By insisting 
over and over again on the fact that Ruth was 
a Moabite, it hammers home the idea that 
God is concerned not so much with 
nationality as with dispositions of heart and 
soul. 


RUTH IS pictured as a model of simple, 
wholesome virtue. She embraces the religion 
of the one, true God, and is admirably 
faithful to Him. Her touching loyalty to her 
mother-in-law makes her an outstanding 
model of filial devotion. God rewards her, 
and in spite of the fact that she is a 
foreigner, so arranges matters that she 
actually becomes a great-grandmother of 
David and an ancestor of the Messiah! 


Here again we have that refreshing 
universalist point of view which was a 
necessary counterbalance to the idea that 
the Jews were not only the instruments but 
the sole beneficiaries of salvation. There was 
some merit to the narrow view; indiscrimin- 


‘ate fraternization with pagans constituted a 


grave danger to the true religion. 


But this view could be carried too far, even 
so far as to yield the unwarranted conclusion 
that all non-Jews were by that very fact 
excluded from the merciful designs of 
Providence. Books like Jonah and Ruth 
served to temper that view, to keep it within 
legitimate bounds. 


THIS WEEK IN INSIGHTS The Books of Jonah and Ruth are related to the universal 
Church and the Christian directive to love all men as brothers. Father Peter F. Henriot,

Universalism and Particularism 


_ Yahweh i is God of all

“I don’t like people who are different.’’ 
Have you ever had that thought when faced 
with people who have different customs, 
different beliefs, different backgrounds, 
different ethnic or national or racial 


_ heritages from those you have? 


Sometimes it is quite easy to feel this 
hostility. It usually grows out of a sense of 
confusion or a lack of understanding or 
simply a fear of the unknown. But it is real. 
And it has been the cause of much anger and 
many wars. 

OCCASIONALLY when we experience 


this feeling of reaction against people who 
are different, we try to justify our reaction by 


telling ourselves that, after all, God looks’ 


favorably upon us and these ‘‘others’’ may 
not even know Him. We belong to God’s 
church, and the ‘‘others’’ do not. 


We are citizens of a nation blessed by 
God, and the ‘‘others’’ aren’t. In a sense we 
attempt to assure ourselves that God is on 
our side by arguing very strongly that He 
couldn’t possibly be on their side also! 


This effort to particularize God’s presence 
and activity, to narrow down His providence, 
is certainly not new. The pages of the Old 
Testament record many instances of the 
tension between a universalistic understand- 
ing of God’s love and His call and a 
particularistic understanding. 


THE PROPHETS frequently had to 
remind the people that Yahweh was a God of 
all peoples, and that the Promised One 
would be a ‘‘light to all the nations.”’ 
Sometimes, as seen in the stories of Jonah 
and Ruth, Yahweh communicated this 
message in a dramatic and beautiful fashion. 


Today we need-to recognize that God’s 
power, love, mercy, wisdom, beauty, and 
other attributes extend to all peoples. They 
can’t be said to be ‘‘boxed in’’ by any one 
group, be it a church or a nation. God is 
simply too big for any such narrowing on our 
part! 

As regards religion, the Second Vatican 
Council reminded us of this truth in the 
Declaration of the Relationship of the 
Church to Non-Christian Religions. 


‘For all peoples comprise a single 
community, and have a single origin, since 
God made the whole race of men and women 


dwell over the entire face of the earth. One 
also is their final goal: His providence, His 
manifestations of goodness, and His saving 
designs extend to all men and women.. 
(No. 1) 


IN EFFECT the Council emphasized that 
Catholics simply can’t be narrow in failing to 
appreciate the goodness to be found in other 
churches and in other religions. We have to 
search out the richness of truth and love 
present in Protestant and Orthodox church- 
es, in Judaism, the religion of our heritage, 
and in the beliefs of Hindus, Buddhists, 


Moslems, and other religious people. 


This recognition of God’s universal 
goodness, however, does not mean that the 
Christian faith is not to be preached, 
witnessed to, and spread around the face of 
the globe. Jesus Himself told us to ‘‘Go out 
and baptize all nations.”’ - 


The 1974 Synod of Bishops emphasized 
that the task of evangelization is itself 
universalistic. But the realization of God’s 
already universal presence is an important 
characteristic of any true Christian mission- 
ary activity: 

JUST AS we Roman Catholics cannot be 
particularistic in our view toward other 
religions, so we citizens of the United States 
cannot be nationalistic in our view of other 
peoples of the world. This is our 
Bicentennial Year, a time to reflect on the 
many blessings that the Lord has given us 
over the past 200 years and also a time to 


work for a better realization of those. 


blessings for all of our citizens. This 
reflection and work is the call of the “‘Liberty 
and Justice for All’’ program sponsored this 
year by the United States Catholic Bishops. 


But even while we focus on the meaning of 
our nation’s past, present, and future, we 
must be wary of developing any uncritical 
nationalism or super-patriotism. True patrio- 
tism for the Christian always puts one’s own 
nation into the perspective of the family of 
nations. 

There must be a universalism in our 


response to the needs of people. For 
example, something called ‘‘national inter- 


est’’ shouldn’t be invoked as an excuse to - 


avoid meeting the global problems of hunger 
or poverty. And a truly universalistic sense 
will urge all of us to support the efforts of the 
United Nations to promote peace and justice 
around the globe.

united but diverse

Catholics in the Archdiocese of Miami are 
thoroughly aware that to be Catholic it is not 
necessary to come from one culture only. 
From Hawaii, too, the cultures of the United 
States are obviously diverse. The cultures of 
Polynesia, Japan, China, and other parts of 
Asia deeply affect the Catholic people there. 


Catholic cultural diversity is visible in 
Providence, and Buffalo, and Cleveland, and 
Detroit. It is visible everywhere. Among 
religious groups in the United States, no 
group is as culturally diverse as are 
American Catholics. 


THE OFFICIAL figure for American 
Catholics says that we number approximate- 
ly SO million. But this figure dramatically 
underestimates the millions of Chicanos, 
Puerto Ricans, Cubans and other Latinos. 


In “Ethnic Diversity and- American 
Catholicism,’’ Harold J. Abramson gives the 
best estimates we have of the Catholic 
population. His figures are, admittedly, only 
rough estimates. We truly need a more 
accurate census. 


Abramson finds that the family of 
American Catholics includes: 10.3 million 
Poles, Lithuanians and other Eastern 
Europeans; 10 million Italians; 8.3 million 
Irish; 7.6 million Germans; 5 million French; 
1.5 million English; and 1.7 million Blacks, 
Asians, Scandinavians and others. The 
publicly accepted figure for Latinos, larger 
than Abramson’s, is almost 16 million, 
making them by far the largest group of 
Catholics. (The United States is one of the 
largest Spanish-speaking nations of the 
world.) 


THUS, THE U.S. Catholic people are a 
more diverse family than any other in the 
land. We provide the whole nation with a 
model of how many can live as one. 


We have not, of course, done a perfect 
job. Since English is the native language of 
our land, the English and the Irish Catholics 
have had enormous cultural advantages. It is 
no surprise that they dominate the positions 
of leadership, both in the clergy and in 
publications, universities, and other institu- 
tions of the Catholic people. — 


More than language has worked in their 
favor. The political procedures of the 
English-speaking world were better known 
to them. Both in dealing with the world 
outside the Catholic parishes, and in the 
political processes both in urban and of 
ecclesiastical life, they had managerial and

public relations skills that others had to learn 
slowly and painfully. 


READING THE Catholic press, one notes 
easily how many of the Catholic people are 
relatively excluded. One does not find as 
many Spanish, Italian, French or Eastern- 
European names—either among the sub- 
jects or among the authors—as demographic 
factors would predict. In the present 


generation, this is at last beginning to 
change. 
But this is not all. Various Catholic 


cultures settled, by and large, in different 
regions of the nation. The majority of 
Italians settled in an arc from Providence to 
Philadelphia. Most of the Germans settled in 
the midwest. The French are highly 
over-represented in New England. 


The Latinos are strongest in the Sun Belt, 
from Miami through San Antonio to Los 
Angeles. The Poles preferred the great 
urban centers like Buffalo, Detroit, and 
Chicago, The other Eastern Europeans 
preferred smaller industrial cities and rural 
areas from Massachusetts to Texas. Sixty 
per cent of the Irish live in New England and 
the Middle Atlantic States, but the rest are 
spread over every region—including 12 per 
cent in the South. 


_. TO BE CATHOLIC means to be united, 
but diverse. It does not mean uniformity. 
The springs of religion lie deep in the 
reservoirs of the imagination, sensibility, 
intuitive intelligence, and pre-conscious 
patterns of tradition and instinct. These 
springs, in their particularity, are precious. 
If we lose them, attachment to church and 
people withers. Dry soil supports no life. 


Not all Catholic cultures have the same 
sense of God, the same approach to 
morality, the same love for contemplation or 
for activism, the same attitude toward 
politics, the same image of masculinity or 
femininity. Not all have the same Catholic 
history. 


In some, the Church was usually on the 
side of the people, against the ruling 
powers. In others, the Church was part of 
the establishment. The frequency of 
vocations to religious life differs. 


A THEOLOGY of diversity suggests that 
no one culture has the whole truth about 
God, or Christianity, or human society. 
Together, the many each mirror back a part 
of the whole. Together, each enriches the 
other. 


No other group has so many internal 


riches, or so much to teach the nation about 
diversity, as the American Catholic people.

They really don't believe it’s taking life 


By Michael Newman 


This article is condensed from the keynote speech 
given by SC editor Newman to the annual pro-life 
dinner on Jan. 22. 


We live in a world, and an age, where the value 
system has taken leave of its senses; we live in a 
world of expedient compromise; a world of 
dissembling standards. We also live in a world of 
instant communications, a shrunken world, where 
nowhere and nobody is more than a fraction of. a 
second away in terms of news. 


Instant gratification has usurped self-donation; 
indulgence has taken the place of discipline; and 
since man tends to take the path of easy virtue when 
not otherwise inspired, we have to come to terms 
with a world which finds an unborn child a person 
without an advocate, without a vote, without a voice, 
except us, a minority. 


ABORTION IS a specific issue that highlights the 
relationship between morality and law. It can be-said 
that law may not be able fully to inculcate moral 
principles, but neither can legal philosophy ignore 
the moral order. Those who make the law and those 
who interpret the law move further and further away 
from what were once accepted moral standards. 

Our whole moral system. is being perverted by 
expediency and by double talk; the euphemisms 
which clothe and cover the truth. Re 

WE HAVE ALLOWED ourselves to become 
enmeshed in a world of euphemisms. We cover the 
real situation with obfuscation, so that the 


- employment bureau.becomes the ‘‘department of 


human. resources’’ and instead of saying that 
someone is too incompetent to be given a promotion, 
we say he lacks the capability for upward mobility. 
And into this web of subtle prevarication we have 
allowed the unborn child to fall. 


When did you last hear of a woman who was 
expecting a baby? Except for the gospel version of 
the birth of Jesus, when did you last hear of a 
woman who was ‘‘with child’’? No, now we talk 
about someone being pregnant, a clinical impersonal 
term. We have been trapped into it because it is so 
much easier to talk about the termination of a 
pregnancy than to admit to killing a» baby by 
abortion. 

So we find, in this world of double talk, the 
spokeswoman for liberated women, Gloria Steinem, 
able to say in a recent newspaper interview when 
asked about progress in women’s liberation: ‘‘! think 
probably the Supreme Court decision on “abortion 
might be most literally the single most important 
thing because it has literally saved thousands of 
lives.’’ 

THIS IS double talk. Not that it’s killed a million 
children a year. What a prime case of using the 
propaganda machine of the press and television to 
make a statement which is so-utterly fallacious it 
boggles the mind with its inexactitude. But this is 
the state of thinking, of mind manipulation today. 


This is 1976. We live in both a.crockpot and a 
pressure cooker. It’s a crockpot because we have 
many ingredients which simmer. slowly together to 
create our moral climate. It’s a pressure cooker in 
that the forces at work in a world of instant 
communications demand, rightly or Wrongly, instant 
answers to immediate questions. Thus the 
termination of a pregnancy becomes the immediate 
answer to the question: what to do about an 
unwanted child? 


It is also a situation in.which abortion has become 
purposefully confused with birth control and 
overpopulation scares, and child abuse and illegal 
immigration and malnutrition. ; 


WE CANNOT. MAKE the world safe from 
abortion. We can only try to educate people on the 
right to life for all—babies, old persons, 
handicapped, malformed or unborn. 


But how do we start this education process in a 
world so satiated with every conceivable distraction 
and deluded by self-centered and amoral standards 
and judgments in the name of liberation—a world 
which has so many splendid examples of the 
tremendous resilience and power of the human spirit 
but yet can reveal and promote so many examples of 
human endeavor which are degrading, depraved and 
detrimental to human development itself2 


There are many in society today whom. we may 
rightly call ‘’morally handicapped.’’ People who 
have never had a chance, morally. They really don’t 
know any better. That well-known New Zealand 
obstetrician Sir William Liley recently said in Los 
Angeles: ‘The morally handicapped in society cause 
more misery and suffering in the world than the 
physically or mentally handicapped ever do.’’ 

MORALLY HANDICAPPED — that’s the world we 


have to deal with, whether we like it or not. We have 
to take people where they are, not where we would 


like them to be. And what makes people as they are? 
The welter’ of impressions, facts, figures, theories, 
fantasies, commentaries, words, symbols; the 
parade of crooks, crimes and immorality which 


‘assault their eyes and their ears each day, through 


TV, radio and the printed word. 
Let’s look at some of the impressions filtering 


through the. average-mind of the average person . 


today, just as they come, in a sort of kaleidoscope of 
news, views, fiction, fantasy and fun. 


WHERE A MAJOR oil company, Gulf, has been 
found spending $12 million on bribes to politicians, 
home and abroad, to win favors and 100 more 
companies are under suspicion... 

Where women by the millions are being 
‘“‘seduced’’ for the women’s lib line that smoking 
cigarettes makes the complete women...where 


‘millions of dollars are spent advertising these cancer 


prodicing agents in women’s magazines...and 
where the latest brand is significantly - called 
NOW...are where women are getting lung cancer... 


Where, in this very county of San Diego advice to 
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school children on the question of venereal disease 
never once mentions that the best way to avoid it is 
to live a chaste life and avoid sexual contact until 
marriage... 


WHERE, IN THIS nation, we have the weaponry 
to kill everyone on earth 12 times over, and each of 
our Poseidon-carrying submarines carries more 
explosive force than the whole of the Empire State 
Building crammed with TNT... a 


Where our television screens give our children 
such a dose of brutality, murder and mayhem that by 
the time the average American child reaches 14 he 
has seen 22,000 slayings on the screen... 


Where 10 million women are on the Pill, 
regardless of health hazards which far exceed those 
of cyclamate, which the government took. off the 
market because an overdose killed a rat. 


AND OF COURSE, there’s all the Watergate mess 
and utter lack of moral and personal integrity, 
reaching right back through several presidencies 
through public agencies and throughout our 
legislative system.at almost every level. 


And the local newspapers which have decided that 
losing $100,000 or so a year for X-rated movie ads is 
too valuable, so they now accept them. The same 
newspaper which editorially preaches against the 
evil of massage parlors while daily running several 
columns of personal classified ads for call-girls. 


Where Time. magazine’s front cover goes to a 
would-be presidential assassin the week it could, 
should; have been America’s first saint, Elizabeth 
Seton. And there are religious wars in several 
countries and almost daily scenes of international 
terrorism. 


WE COULD GO on and on...to the social ills 
reflected in such examples as strikes by doctors, 
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nurses, firemen, policemen, and others normally 
dedicated to protecting lives and property—even if 
no lives are put in jeopardy. 

But a world which, when the news gets really 
tough, knows that Walter Cronkite or John 
Chancellor or Harry Reasoner is going to give way to 
a Pepsi Cola or Charmin tissue ad and relieve the 
tension. We can only take tension in two minute 
bursts, and drama in seven minute spasms, in our 
TY age. ! : 

It is a kaleidoscope, not a pretty one, but a real 
one, all jumbled up—because that’s the kind of 
impression that gets through, half-truths, no-truths, 
which permeate the mind today. 


IF THOSE WHO want'to re-educate people to the 
sanctity of human life; the right to life, want to 
achieve some effect, they have to listen to people 
“where they are at’’. It is no good calling other 
people names. We must accept the fact that the 
world, our world anyway, is populated by confused 
people, to whom the problem of the unborn child is 
just one more thing too many to worry about. 


This is a communications problem. We have a 


massive job of re-education of the public. Our task is 
not helped by those among the anti-abortion forces 


- who make abortion their one and only stand in life, 


for Church or for God. There is a great mass of 
goodwill for the right cause, properly presented. 
Cursing the darkness was never.as good as lighting a 
candle. We have to be prepared to accept others by 
listening to those who feel that all life is precious and 
is threatened by war and guns, drunk driving, 
callousness towards the aged and poverty as much 
as by abortion. 


The challenges facing our society through the 
ready acceptance of abortion and the legislative and 
judicial protection given to it are enormous. The 
confusion caused by linking it with a possibly 
justified movement for women’s liberation puts us in 
a dilemma. But we cannot avoid the challenge. 


A TREMENDOUS effort has to be made to carry 
out a program of education to show people that 
abortion is killing human life. Strange as it may 
seem, we face a situation where far too many people 
do not readily accept this premise, including 60 per 
cent of Catholics according to a recent survey. 


The Catholic bishops of the United States recently 
produced a, pastoral plan for pro-life activities, to 
activate the resources of the Church in an orderly 
and consistent program of respect for human life. 


The plan calls for action in three areas principally: 


1. First a public information/education program 
using moral, religious, scientific and other 
arguments at all levels of society to bring home the 
need to respect life and the dignity of the human 
person, made in the image of God. 


2. A program of pastoral care, to include moral 
guidance and motivation; service and care for 
women and unborn children and reconciliation and 
the expression of God’s mercy for those involved in 
abortion. Bane 


3. An effort directed at the legislative and public 
policy area; through political and public action 
leading towards the passage of a constitutional 
amendment protecting the unborn child. 


But we have to make it more and more clear that 
abortion is not a Catholic issue. The oversimplifica- 
tion endemic in an electronic newscast continually 
misleads the public in this respect. We have to show 
that abortion is a moral issue affecting all faiths and 
all people and we must see a much greater unity of 
action in order to achieve useful results. ~ 


WE HAVE TO work patiently, persistently 
together, to restore respect for human life in an age 
which has become cynical. It will take time. There is 
no simple answer. But half the answer is in knowing 
something about the problem. 


This -year this nation celebrates its 200th 
birthday—a mere adolescent when it comes to 
history. But in that time this nation has achieved 
greatness unsurpassed in the history of mankind; a 
greatness which recognized the dignity of the human 
spirit and human enterprise under God. 


| think this nation has the courage and the 
far-sightedness eventually to see that the destruc- 
tion of any human at any stage in development is 
inherently and morally wrong. But there is needed a 
tremendous growing and maturing process before 
this is achieved. It is up to us to help this maturing 
process; this formation of conscience, of moral. fiber 
and standard. 


BUT THIS NATION will not respond to threats, 
not to dictatorial doctrinaire positions. Like. all 
youth, it seeks a champion, it seeks example and 
leadership which it can respect. 

That is our challenge. That is our role in blazing 
the trail of moral integrity and belief in the human 


destiny in this third century of American democratic 
growth. 
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Pro-life presidential candidate 
files for federal matching funds 


WASHINGTON (NC) 
Ellen McCormack, a Long 
Island housewife running an 
anti-abortion presidential 
campaign, has filed a report 
asking for federal matching 
funds with the Federal 
Election Commission, her 
campaign manager said. 


The manager, Mrs. Fran- 
ces Watson, told NC News by 
phone from Mrs: McCor- 
mack’s New York headquar- 
ters that a rally in Alexand- 
ria, Va., at the end of 
January had brought the 
total raised in Virginia to 
about $6,500. 


IN ORDER to qualify for 
matching funds under the 
new federal campaign financ- 
-ing law, a candidate must 
raise $5,000 in individual 
contributions of not more 
than $250 in each of 20 
states. Virginia was the 20th 
state in which Mrs. McCor- 
mack has raised at least that 
amount, Mrs. Watson said. 

She said a report was 
posted to the Federal Elec- 
tion Commission — (FEC), 
which audits candidates’ fin- 
ancial statements, on Jan. 
31. The audit and certifica- 
tion could take a few weeks, 
she said. 

After the FEC certifies 
that Mrs. McCormack has 
qualified, the commission 


authorizés first a matching of 
the initial $100,000 raised 
and then. a matching of 
amounts beyond that, Mrs. 
Watson said. 
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MRS. MC CORMACK 
“‘would be the only one of the 
nonprofessional politicians’’ 
among the 86 presidential 
candidates registered with 
the FEC to qualify for federal 
matching funds, Mrs. Wat- 
son said. 


She said the McCormack 
campaign has raised about 
$140,000 in 46 states, with 
New Yorkers contributing 
the largest amount. 


Mrs. McCormack, who is 
seeking thie Democratic pres- 
idential nomination, has said 
she would use matching 
funds to sponsor television 
commercials and other ad- 
vertising for her campaign to 
raise the abortion issue. She 
plans to concentrate on 
commercials for her cam- 
paign in the coming New 
Hampshire and Massachu- 
setts primaries, as well as in 
later primaries. 


THE’ SAN DIEGO chapter 


of the National Organization 
for Women (NOW) has called 
for a tax-audit of the San 
Diego diocese, charging that 
the Church has violated its 
tax-exempt status by sup- 
porting Mrs. McCormack’s 
campaign. 

Mrs. McCormack denied 
the charge saying that a 
mandatory review of her 
financial records will prove 
the charge false. 


IN AN interview with the 
San Diego Union, Feb. 3, 
Mrs. McCormack. © said, 
“NOW has said that I am the 
tool of the Roman Catholic 
Church. 


“‘But people of many other 
faiths are supporting my 
campaign, which is anti- 
abortion and in favor of the 
Human Life Amendment to 
the Constitution, which is to 
protect the rights of the 
unborn baby.’’ (See story on 
page 3.)

Even though the discovery of California dates from 1535, 
when Hernando Cortez sailed into a bay on the eastern coast 
of the peninsula, it was another 162 years before a permanent 
mission was founded at San Dionisio. 

Explorations by sea touched Alta California several times 
from 1595 onwards, but nothing of any permanence was 
accomplished until Gaspar de Portola and Padre Junipero 
Serra arrived at San Diego, in the early summer of 1769, to 
found Mission San Diego de Alcala. 


THE SPANIARDS found the natives quite responsive, and 
throughout the mission period in California there were very 
few provocatory incidents, at least by comparison with other 
areas of Spanish conquest. 

Serra and his successors set up a chain of missions, 
assistancies and chapels in the next half century, many of 
which still dot the California skyline. 

The colonial period started and ended late in California, if 
one recalls that the first bishop, Fray Francisco Garcia Diego, 
was presented and dominated (but not financed) by the 
Mexican government. His death, in 1846, brought the period 
of outside control to a close. Concerning the Church in 
California at that time, a prominent physician had this to say: 


“*THIS STATE is Catholic at heart; its history and traditions 
and reminiscences are inseparably connected with the Church 
and her ministers. And shall we not hope that its future will be 
Catholic—that its enterprising population will profess the 
true faith, and that commissioned teachers may everywhere 
be enlightening those in error or in doubt. 

“Time, and the grasping hand of Mexican officials, 


followed by American utilitarian progress and improvement, _ 


and but too often by acts of vandalism on the part of our 
enlightened countrymen, have not yet effaced the evidences 
of the labor and zeal of the Franciscan missionaries who first 
planted Christianity and civilization upon these shores.”’ 

Historians of the colonial period of American development 
must admit that the accomplishments of Spain were a force 
that made for the preservation of the Indians, as opposed to 
their destruction, so characteristic of the Anglo-American 
frontier. 


NO ONE DISPUTES the observation of Herbert Ingram 
Priestly: ‘‘It is of prime significance for the life of America 
today that the first white men to settle on these western 
shores were Spaniards and Roman Catholics, representatives 
of a powerful nation that was the citadel of a united faith.’’ 


Texas 

Tremendous distances in the Texas missions made that 
section of the New World apostolate especially challenging to 
Spanish ingenuity. Friars starting out in the east, at 
Natchitoches, eventually found themselves 800 miles from 
their sources of supply. 

This, coupled to the fierceness of the Apache and 
Comanche raids and the extreme variation in local dialects, 
thwarted initial attempts and delayed for some years effective 
colonization of the territory. 


EARLIEST EFFORTS to penetrate Texas date to 1519, 
when Captain Alvarez Peinda led an expedition along the 
coast. Other adventurers passed through parts of the region in 
later decades, but it was not until after the settlement of New 
Mexico that a natural passageway (‘‘El Paso’’) to New Spain 
became useful. 

Fernando de Bosque escorted Father Juan de Larios and 
120 Indians to Texas, in 1675, and on May 16, the first Mass 
was celebrated at San Isidro. 

Under an agreement with the Spanish government a 
limited number of settlers were sent from the Canary Islands, 
in 1730, to begin the first all-white community near 
present-day San Antonio. 

PAROCHIAL RECORDS in Texas extend back to August of 
1731, when Father Jose de la Garza arrived as the pastor of 
San Fernando, forerunner of the contemporary cathedral. The 
region was. placed under the ecclesiastical jurisdiction of 
Guadalajara. i 

But, by the time of Mexican Independence, the Indians had 
become restless and their later total disestablishment was 
hastened by the avarice and ambition of greedy Spanish 
merchants. When Vincentian Father John Timon went to 
Texas in 1838, he found there only two priests. His 
recommendations to Rome brought about the erection of a 
vicariate, in 1841, and the appointment of John Odin, CM, as 
ordinary. .
